AS DECISIVE ONE 


Russians: Show No Overcon- 


fidence -on Recent 


pe aS Se nena eh 
By Bulletin Leased Wire.

“The defeat of Archduke Ferdi- 
nand’s army at Krasnik is not re- 
garded as decisive, despite its high 
importance, as *the Germans are 


sending strong reinforcement with a 
view to recovering the lost Initiative. 
It behoves us, therefore, to patiently 
await developments. and it is safer | 
to regard our success as a“ clever 
manoeuvre, which has appreciably 
improved our position, but not de- 
cided the issue in the Vistula-Wiepre 
theatre of war. 

The Times correspondent with the 
Russian forces on the GZlvta  Lipe 
river, Galicia, says he learns that the 
Russian flanking armies are not re- 
treating through ‘ocal necessities. but 
owing to the situation in the centre, 


where concentrations of the Germans 
continues to be directed, 
“Krom information gleaned from 


high sources,” says the despatch, "I 
believe the extreme left of this army 
would not have been obliged to re- 
tire had it been acting indpendently. 
The retreat of this army was one of 
the most remarkable rear guard ac- 
tions recorded in military history, for 
although faced by overwhelming 
forces of the enemy, it retired with 
no bess of morale, and in six weeks 
has gone down from the Stry river 
to the Zlota Lipa and has taken 53,- 
000 prisoners, besides inflicting a loss 


on the enemy probably greater in 
casualties. 
“All the officers here agree that 


the Zlota Lipa river is such a strong 


natural barrier that it could have 
been held indetinitely if thts army's 
movements were independent. It ie 


futile to speculate how much further 
the army will retire. but before 
Tarnopole is reached there is at least 
six natural positions, and it will cost 
the Austrians three to fourfold our 
losses,”

Severe fighting continues at several 
points on the western front. Sir John 
French reports the repulse of all the

WINNIPEG, July 8,.—The fourteen 
| Conservative members of the Mani- 
j toba legislature who signed the peti- 
tion embodying what have come to be 
known as the “Fullerton charges,” 
had no first-hand knowledge of these 
charges. 

This was admitted by C. P. Fuller- 
ton, K.C., their counsel, at this after- 
noon's session of the commisston. 
Liberal counsel had called G. R. Ray. 
Conservative member for Churehill- 
Nelson, and one of the fourteen, to 
the stand, and interrogated him with 
regard to the matter, There was 
considerable egal argument as to 
what questions were permissible, Mr. 
Fullerton holding that the commis- 


| sion could not go beyond its order in 


council, This provided for the in- 
Vestigation of the truth of the 
charges, and had “nothing whatever 
to do with any inquiry into the source 
of information of petitioners. 

Mr. Justice Robson upheld this 
contention, but Mr, Justice Galt was 
opposed to it, declaring he thought 
the commission should go into the 
whole matter, Liberal counsel 
argued that if the charges Were 
merely & malicious conspiracy It 
would have its effect on the commis- 
sioners in making their decision. Mr, 
Justice Robson did not think so, Mer. 
Justice Galt said it certainly would. 
However, the chairman, Mr. Justice 
Perdue, ruled that they could not go 
beyond their order in council.

Accommodation at the technical 
school is to be increased, either by 
building or by renting rooms.

Under the heading of “a peep into 
life insurance development,” Cana- 
dian Insurance and Office and Field 
deals intevestingly with the advance 
of the insurance branch of the 10.F, 
in Canada. The publication, which is 
devoted entirely to insurance matters, 
says in part:

| for which the Liquor Act is condemned by the Journal and by the Licensed Victuallers’ Association, 
it does not differ at all in principle from the Liquor License Ordinance, which is approved,

The Kdmonton Journal, in a leading editorial July 9th, approves of the statement of Mr. 
Kdwin Booth that under sections 51,-53 and 54, ‘of The Liquor Act, any man accused under the 
Act is to be judged guilty until he proves himself innocent. 


Both the Editor of the Journal and Mr, Booth are in error, The sections in question admit 
of no such interpretation, There is no principle introduced into The Liquor Act in regard to 
prosecutions that is not already provided for in The Liquor License Ordinance, 


Section 51 provides that ‘anyone accused of improperly or unlawfully having or keeping 
or selling or giving liquor shall he required to prove that he had the right to have or keep or sell 
The meaning ought to be evident to anyone, 


If, for example, it appears that one has sold liquor and is accused of selling it illegally, it is 
necessary that he prove his right to sell under the Act. The section does not say that the man who 


to prove that he did not sell, 


This interpretation of the clause has been approved by a large number of legal men and 
ought to-be evident to anyone who reads it carefully. 
Section 43, which the Journal condemns, is taken from the Liquor License Ordinance, Sec- 
tion 112 (clause 2), whieh has been pronounced by the Licensed Victuallers’ Association ‘one of 


in the Dominion.”’ 


Section 112 (clause 2) in the Liquor License Ordinance reads as follows: “In any prose- 
ecution under this ordinance, whenever it appears that the defendant has done 
been guilty of any omission in respect of which were he not duly licensed he would be liable 
to some penalty under this ordinance, it shall be tnceumbent 
that he is duty licensed and that he did the sald act lawfully.” 


This clause has been reproduced with the necessary changes in Section 53 of The Liquor 
The principle is law yow. The new law will make no change: 


Section 54, which the Journal also condemns, simply applies the principle which runs all 
through the Liquor License Ordinance. It does not say that the person charged with committing 
an offence against any of the provisions of the Act must prove that he did not commit such an 
It does say that when in the conduct of the prosecution prima facie proof is given that 
such person was guilty of an offence, he shall be obliged to prove that he did not commit the of- 
fence with which he fs s@ charged, 


This principle as to.the use of prima facie evidence runs throughout all the clauses bearing 
i; J on evidence in the Liquor License Ordinance, See clauses 112, 114, 114, 115; particularly 115,
